Several letters exchanged between Caiilaus - 
and his wife while they had other mates were 
entered as evidence.

66 NM the richest man in the world without money,” 

Sawai Johannes Schumacher, artist, pottery ex- 
pert and chemft, who resides at Decatur, Ill. Sev- 
enty-two years old, he has enrolled in the search of 


the ages for plenteous gold. He does not hope to 
convert other metals into gold. But he does believe 
that he has devised a method by which he can ex- 
tract gold from ordinary clays, sands and rocks. 
“There is gold all over the world,’ said Schu- 
macher, when I interviewed him in his studio at De- 
catur. “But it is in such a finely powdered form 
that it does not show. People didn’t think of it, any- 


way. They assumed that gold could be obtained no- 
where but at places where free gold or the usual 
kinds of ore oceur. Only a process of reasoning 
will give the clew, as it did to me. 


“The world existed long before Moses wrote the 
Bible,’’ continued Schumacher, with a smile. ‘For 
millions of years, the rains have beaten upon the 
earth, the snows have fallen on it, frosts have 
broken up the rocks. As water-flowed down to the 
ocean through all these centuries it bas carried 
particles of gold and other metals with it. 

‘Released from the rocks of the mountains, and 
carried along by flowing water, the gold particles 
were worn smaller and smaller by friction against 
solid objects. Finally they were powdered, so min- 
ute that sometimes even the wind helped to sow 
them across the land. But probably the larger part 
of the gold was washed into the ocean. The ocean 
is full of gold.”’ 

Schumacher pointed out of the window toward a 
eubstantial brick building nearby. > 

‘Do you see those bricks?’ he asked. ‘‘The bricks 
in that building contain at least $1000 worth of 
gold, perhaps $2000 or even as' much as $3000 
worth. The gold was in the clay from which they 
made the brick, and it is there still. 

“If you live in a brick house, there doubtless is 
rold hidden away in your walls, too. It exists in 
various other clay products, in roads and fields, In 
the beds of streams, in the commonest looking soil 
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Schumacher says this is gold!

discovered the presence of gold in an ordinary pot- 
tery clay.

The metal then looks black, but it 
is gold just the same, as tests proved. I tried clay 
from another place, and with the same result. Then 
came the problem: How could I extrac the gold, 
at a cost low enough to be profitable? - 

“I commenced my task. For 14 hours a day I 
worked, experiment after experiment. Often I be- 
came discouraged, threw my specimens away and 
vowed I would not try again. But in a little while 
I would be at it. omce more. I could not stop, so 
sure was I that there must be a way. A month ago 
I had my process completed.”

Apparently, Morgan's undertaking included every- 
thing from the selling of merchandise to blackmail. 
His territory covered the United States and Canada. 
His variety of offerings was extensive—and ‘his suc- 
cess was phenomenal. Yet the exact details are still 
a secret. Nevertheless, that part of his business me- 
moirs that may now be written would be, roughly, 
as follows: 

Morgan wrote and mailed letters and circulars 
advertising his business from within the peniten- 
tiary, openly violating the prison rule which de- 
mands official inspection of all incoming and outgo- 
ing post. Warden Sweezey has admitted that it was 
possible for the lettefS to have been sent and re- 
ceived at the prison, and adds that he believes Mor- 
gan's story of the miniature “postoffice.”’ 

While conducting business from his self-appointed 
office in the penitentiary, Morgan was permitted an 
unusual amount of freedom and privileges which 
are seldom granted to prisoners. He was allowed to 
have visitors (described by prison officials as mes- 
sengers), at almost any time of the day. Nearly 
every day he had one “visitor,’’ and, on numerous 
occasions, three or more. Warden Sweezey said he 
considered these were ‘‘calls’’ by messengers who 
had business to conduct with Morgan, and remarked 
that he did not assume them to be ‘‘visits.’’ 

Messengers were allowed to deliver to Morgan 
packages that were not first inspected by guards, 
who take this task as a welcome responsibility. 
Further, Morgan was also allowed to give to these 
same messengers parcels for outside delivery, again 
free from the watchful eye of uniformed attendants.

Morgan was permitted to keep a typewriter in his 
cell and contented himself with collecting for use a 
complete set of office furniture, including files, cab- 
inets, desks and other essentials for the uninterrupt- 
ed flow of his business. And, until a short time be- 
force the convict ran afoul of outside-the-prison in- 
terference, he had ready access to a telephone in the 
prison building, which allowed him to make calls 
without official supervision. In order to make the 
telephone service as perfect as possible, one of the 
penitentiary guards received all calls for Morgan in 
the latter’s absence from his “office’’—when he left 
his chosen work for compulsory toil in the overalls 
factory of the prison. 2 


URING Morgan's period of operation in the pris- 

on, four civil suits were filed against him in 
People’s Court on a basis of salary claimed by per- 
sons who said they had worked for the convict as 
outside representatives, and ‘had not been paid. The 
cases are still pending—-little hope is held out for 
the plaintiffs. 

In addition to conducting his own business, Mor- 
gan was chosen as superintendent in the overalis 
factory, and it was this position, according to War- 
den Sweezey, that so improved Morgan's commercial! 
ability until he devised another mail-order plan by 
which outside sales of overalls were noticeably in- 
creased.

Was there no way of 
getting it in large quantities? ‘Shen 
arose the alchemists, who tried to find 
the great secret of turning other sub- 
stances into gold. 

The goal of certain alchemists was 
the mystic philosophical stone, at the 
touch of which the basest material 
would be turned into gold. Other al- 
chemists stirred mixtures of strange in- 
gredients, or worked away at distilla- 
tion and other processes. They did not 
learn the great secret, but they made 
important discoveries and were the 
pioneers of modern chemistry.
